No doubt you may have guessed from reading my last MEG article this display 
is SHIP elongateds. Space being a problem at our club I limited myself to 
using only one case. Eventually I hope to enlarge my collection into three 
cases. 

Seeking postcards of ships to match the elongateds in this "home grown navy" 
is quite a challenge when you wish to budget this phase and limit the cost 
you are willing to pay. I pass up many cards until a bargain turns up. How¬ 
ever this provides another item to be on the lookout for in our flea market 
trips. A list of the ships in my collection of elongateds with an X by those 
I already have a postcard for is carried in my wallet, to avoid buying dup¬ 
licates unless a really good buy of course. Postcards certainly add color 
and interest. 

My display consists of eight postcards and forty-five elongateds with a title 
which proved quite a chore with my one-finger hunt and peck typing. However 
the task of taking the elongateds from the 2X2 holders was the most wasted 
effort. There must be a better way! Lately I r ve resorted to using only one 
staple in the 2X2 holders which helps. Anyone with the answer to this 
problem please send in your article and share your ideas. Why not write about 
a favorite ship elongated in your collection while you are at it? 

This "Navy" of mine should continue to grow for this theme seems to be a pop¬ 
ular one with today's rollers and I still need several listed in the Dow book 
that remain in hidden ports somewhere. Perhaps a roller will eventually design 
these renegades: submarine, raft, canoe, and iceboat missing in my home port. 

Or if all else fails I can design my own. (See TEC article "Operation Big "J") 

My display is now ready and stored in numbered envelopes with a rough layout 
sketch of the display set up. It will be no problem to assemble next month. 
When typing the title and name plates I used capital letters so these will be 
more easily read.

HAWAII CELEBRATES JULY 4th, 1776 • 1976, U.S. BICENTENNIAL 
(A new elongated coin issue.) 

April 26, 1976 


Dear Burton, 

Enclosed is my contribution to the Bicentennial. I had 500 of them made 
by Robert Luchtman. The design features Hawaiian petroglyphs. I also had 
wooden money made with the same design. Both items were approved by the 
Hawaii Bicentennial Commission as recognized" projects. 

I've written to both Coin World and Numismatic News soliciting some publicity. 
If MEG members are interested I'll be offering the elongated cent for 25$ 
each plus SASE. I'm offering the woods for 25$ a pair (a red and a blue) 
plus SASE. Both colors have the Liberty Bell obverse. The enclosed narrative 
will accompany each order. 

HAWAIIAN PETROGLYPHS are found on the major islands of this State. However 
the largest "fields" of carvings are on the ancient lava rocks of the island 
of Hawaii. Although various poses and activities of human dominate the 
Hawaiian petroglyphs there are also carvings of animals, fish, birds and other 
objects. There are speculations, theories and Hawaiian tales but the origin 
and meanings of the petroglyphs are still a mystery. "Petroglyphs of Hawaii" 
by L.R. McBride (The Petroglyph Press, 211 Kinoole Street, Hilo, Hawaii 96720) 
offers an inexpensive but intriguing introduction to Hawaiian petroglyphs.

Taken from a letter to Burt Levy from Abe Gefteri 

The chairman of exhibits(a good friend of mine) persuaded me to put up an 
exhibit of elongateds. For a while I could not decide how to put together 
an exhibit, then it dawned on me, and this was the result. 

As a background in the coin case I used the red, white, and blue, around the 
perimeter of the case I placed the 50 state flags painted by me. In the center 
I placed in a close group the 50 state maps, representing the union. To the 
left of the maps I placed a bicentennial sign, to the right of the maps I 
placed a small American flag. 

On the left lower corner I placed the bicentennial headline of the last issue 
of TEC, on lower right corner I placed a picture of Lloyd E. Wagaman working 
on his rolling machine with the story of elongateds and how they are rolled. 

Directly under the maps I placed an explanation of the U.S. code pertaining 
the mutilation of U.S. coins. Above the maps I placed 5 patriotic elongateds, 
the Statue of Liberty, Uncle Sam, Map of The District of Columbia, U.S. Flag 
and A Map of The U.S. 

The display was placed in a very prominent place by my friend and it attracted 
a lot of attention. The result, personal satisfaction and a nice plaque for 
participating in the exhibit.
